"Many experiments have been mace, 


not only in this country, bnt in Europe, 
to determine the vitality of various 
grain seeds. Thus, barley retains its 
vitality better than any other cereal, 
and this Is said to retain its vitality 
from eight to ten years.' In tbe case 
of wheat 00 to 100 per cent germinates 
in from one to four years; in five to 
seven years. 83 to 87 per cent. In the 
case of rye tbe percentage of germina- 
tion In five years dropped to 65 per 
cent; In seven years. 30 per cent; nine 
years. 13 per cent. In the case of corn, 
I made some experiments a few years 
ago to determine tbe vitality and found 
that corn which was kept In tightly 
closed vessels nt tbe age of 20 years 
had lost all Its power of germination. 
Experiments also indicate tbat com 
iept even a few years became largely 
deteriorated and lost ranch of Its pow- 
er of germination. Even grass seeds 
which have been burled at some depth
